Thanks for everything. The 5.2-1 and Vlacks piece arrived safely^ with the 
photos, and your lovely note for insertion in my book. Dick Yoeman gave me 
his one copy after he had finished exhibiting it at the L»A, show. Ben told 
me that he has an invoice for some books that are to be forwarded to me, but, 
to date, no books. This piece was sent on to me, and since there’s no record 
of it, thought you'd like to see it, maybe shoot it, etc. Please return at 
your earliest convenience, along with whatever comments you have. I let 
Vlack know that hes piece is here and safe, but, that I'm so swamped with work 
after being gone almost two weeks, that I just can't get to study it now. 

The conventions were both terrible. Didn’t find anything good either. See 
P. 152 (if you can find it). Also, Mass notes should double when not cancelled, 
and it says halved when cancelled. That puts the cancelled ones at about 4. of 
the selling price, and the uncancelled at about Saw a few other things, but 
will wait till I have time to go thru it thoroughly, and make notes of everything. 

We may have to do an errata sheet, and send it to distributors and dealers.

Was finally able to spend some time on Vlack's new Pine Tree today. Frankly^ 

I don’t see what all the excitement is about. I'm of the opinion that it's 
a so-called contemporary counterfeit. It's weight is far toolow, and it evidently 
hasn't seen any clipping, since the outside rings are intact. As Vlack mentions, 
the Es are identical to Noe 12. You told me that you suspected that Noe 12 
was a counterfeit. Though I haven't ak had the opportunity to examine it carefully, 
from its appearance, weight, lack of clipping, etc., I feel the same way. In 
addition to the Es being the same, some of the other letters appear to be the 
same: D, G, L, N(reversed), a 0(upside down), and perhaps others. The inside 
of the Ds are almost circles, as are the inner portions of the Es. This peculiar 
styling doesn't appear on any other known genuines, large or small. This and 
the 12 are the only two small size that have the Ns reversed. The X on this 
piece is the only one where the cross strokes are not alligned. On all the 
others, the X appears to have been made by two cross strokes. This one ap- 
pears to be formed by two small vs, improperly alligned. These two varieties 
are the only ones that use h dots on the obverse and three on the reverse, 
and though 29 and 30 use the 4 dot punctuation in both pl^'li'^f'^'knd 28 in 
one instance, no other variety uses 3 dots for reverse punctuation, or for 
that matter, for obverse punctuation, either in the large or small types. 




I don’t have the facilities for taking specific gravity, hut, the color looks 
too dark, and I'd suspect that it isn't as good silver as in the known genuines. 
Since you've probably taken it, I won't bother taking it to a lab. I realize 
that most of what I said merely relates this piece to Noe 12, and that the con- 
clusion should be that if one is genuine, both are. There doesn't appear to be 
much doubt that they were both made by the same person, or tools. Even the 
base of the tree is similxar. However, since they both differ from all of the 
known genuines in so many respects, based on this short study, I'd say that 
they're both bad. You'll note that I refer to this as a small planchet. It 
appears to be of the small size styling, and is just ever so slightly larger 
in size, but, the thickness is about that, or less than the large size. The 
reverse styling of 12 is that of the small size, but Noe evidently decided that 
it was a transitional piece. Frankly, I can't see the reason for a transition. 
Anyway, after all this Eric, now I'd like to see your notes and conclusions.

Since he has the facilities, we took specific gravity of 
it, along with two other known genuines, a very nice l6, and a well 
worn 30, that I just happened to have at home, out of the vault. 

These last two worked out to 9*1^ 8.98 respectively, which is 

pretty close when you allow for the inaccuracy of SpG measurements. 

However, the other piece a came to 8.06 which is quite low. You 
had mentioned that your SpG reading was ' OK* . What did you get? 

Ted noticed that the styling of the 'S* matched that of the 12, as 
best as we could make out from the plate, and that it not only had the 
sarnie circular peculiarity in the upper and lower portions as the other 
letters mentioned, but, it didn't match the styling of the 'S' on any others. 
Frankly, at this point, the conclusion is that it's bad. What features 
did you notice to come to the conclusion that it's good?

Please don’t go out of your 
way to get that 1788 note. It’s not from a note collector (the request) 
but from a descendant of Wyckoff, who would like it for the signature. 

This is a rare note, and I’m afraid that if you go to a lot of trouble to 
get it, the party may refuse it for the price. I’ll leave it to you. I’m 
sorry that the Saturday Review felt that way about the book. Evidently there 
aren't any collectors on the staff. Perhaps, some day, we'll have an op- 
portunity to review the Review. I've already written to the party who sent 
the new Pine Tree forgery, and asked him to try to recall from whom he 
purchased it, and go as far back as he could without arousing suspicion. 

But, the clincher to this whole situation is that it matches, in every 
detail, right down to what looks like a small scratch at the bottom left 
of the first I of XII, the piece owned by Bob Vlack, which he calls N. 17 . 5 > 
and which was written up in the Colonial Newsletter, Jan, 1967^ Vol 6 , ^ 4 , 
Serial ^ 18. In that write up he mentions that you not only examined the 
coin carefully, but also examined some material adhering between the tree 
branches, and as a result of such examination, you gave the coin your 
blessing as being genuine. I’m glad that he also mentioned that Ted and 
I had doebts about it. Something tells me that in the future, when I want 
something blessed. I’ll take it to a Rabbi. Also, what did you find in

I wrote to try to track down the source of the 17^ and asked Vlack to 
do the same. It should be written up, but, I’d suggest holding off publication 
until we see how successful we might be with our tracking the source.

Dear Dick, 

With respect to Vlack's Noe Mo, 17, it was in such poor 
condition that I had no specific evidence of it being bad at 
the time I first looked at it. I could not understand the fact 
that a layer came off the face but now I realize this must have 
been plated on to the coin after it was forged. The coin you 
sent me had enough clarity so that the devilment could be proved. 

I try very hard not to condemn a piece until I am 
absolutely sure it is not bad. You and Ted were doubtful about 
Vlack's piece from the beginning but being doubtful and having 
proof it is bad are two different stories. 

I am returning the Civil War cover which you were 
nice enough to send me. I am also sending you a photocopy

I am deeply concerned about the two Massachusetts 
shillings which you forwarded. 

The Noe ll:/l3 weighs 70 grains, has a specific gravity 
of 10.8 and has specific file cuts, vertically, on the edge, I 
examined it under my 1:0 power lens and the surface texture is 
like minute barnacles, indicating casting. Examining t he scratches 
on the coin I noticed this surface texture is the same so that it 
would appear that the scratches on the surface are cast rather 
than from abrasion of the coin itself, 

I would very much appreciate it if you would look at 
this piece, carefully, under a high power lens and see if you 
agree . 


This is, apparently, an amazing excellent forgery to 
have the right weight end the right specific gravity and a rather 
strong image. The filing on the edge was, no doubt, to bring it 
down to the proper weight. 

The second piece is the Pine Tree Noe 10 and has the 
same barnacle-like texture on the surface as well as the scratches. 
It has a lump on the end of the lower branch on the right side 
of the tree which, no doubt, arose in the casting process. The 
trough in the scratches, definitely, shows casting details rather 
than a scratch. Will you look at the texture on this and see 
if you agree as to this diagnostic feature. The weight is 69-3/1: 
grains and its specific gravity is 11.2. 

I am very frightened by pieces like this because this 
one has had its surface rubbed or polished and dented up arti- 
ficially afterwards, 

I look forward to hearing from you as to these pieces.

I don't 
think that there's any doubt about the dollars, and, as a matter of fact, I 
still think that they were made from the B reverse, as the comma under the 
N is fairly definite, and there is a dot after GEORGIA, towards the bottom 
of the circle. These features both appear orjo the brass, 1-B, but are not on 
'the l-C. These are the 7*6 and 7*5 SpG. The other has been returned. On 
the silver pieces, I agree that they look bad, and frankly, I wouldn't want 
to be in a position of selling them, but, Ted thinks that there's a Possibility 
that they may be good, and tnat all the inconsistancies we see thru a glass 
may be due to electrolytic corrosion, if they were burxied, and then cleaned. 

glass isn t strong enough to get into the grooves of the scratches, but 
if they were scratched before buried, they could be accounted for. If you 
had turned over the Noe 10, you woiild have seen that the big lump on the tree 
was caused by a deep dig from the other side, so deep in fact, that it went 
thru the coin, and when held to the light, it is definitely thru.
